some time in the 
night shot and killed his wife, his six 
little children and himself.

Boecker was to have helped a neigh­ 
bor thrash Monday morning, and when 
he did not put in appearance about 9 
o’clcck his brother Henry, who lives 
w ith the old folks about tw enty rods 
away, went to learn the reason. 
The 
doors were locked and there were no 
signs of life. 
He tried to get in the 
house, but m et no response, and finally 
kicked in the door. 
Boecker, w ith his wife and boy, slept 
in a back room, and the three corpses 
lay on one bed. The wife had been shot 
in the neck w ith a shotgun which stood 
in the corner, the baby had been shot 
and its head crushed with the butt of 
a revolver. 
The man, still breathing, 
had a bullet hole high up on the fore­ 
head, and by his side was a Smith & 
W esson 
six-shooter, 
two 
chambers 
em pty. 
It is a story and a half fram e house, 
and upstairs Henry, aged 8, and Lizzie, 
aged 6, lay on a bed with bullet holes 
in the forehead, the latter dead, the 
boy still breathing, and in the opposite 
corner of the same 
room 
Caroline, 
aged 14, Christine, aged 9, and John, 3, 
were dead, each with«a bullet hole in 
the forehead, though Caroline had two. 
It is looked upon as a case of m urder 
and suicide. The indications are th at 
Boecker first dispatched his wife with a 
shotgun, then used the revolver on the 
baby, first shooting, then knocking out 
its brains. He then went upstairs where 
the five children were sleeping. *He 
m ust have used a light, for his aim was 
effective, each victim being shot in the 
forehead. 
All but two children m et 
w ith instant death, for the blood clots 
were under their heads, and two lay as 
calm ly reposed as if in sleep. All ex­ 
cept Henry, who is not yet dead, were 
attired in night robes. 
The m urderer had reloaded the weap­ 
on while upstairs, and evidently sent 
the second bullet into the oldest girl’s 
brain just before leaving the room. 
Going dow nstairs he stretched him self 
beside the corpse of his wife and shot 
him self. His right hand was burned by 
the powder, showing much use of the 
revolver. 
The 
revolver 
was 
borrowed 
by 
Boecker from his brother H enry last 
Thursday. 
He said th at he wanted it 
to kill rats in the cellar. It is now re­ 
called th at he had since practiced ta r­ 
get-shooting w ith it.

D eep H oles In th e Oaean. 
The deepest spots so far sounded in 
the ocean, were found a year or two 
ago by the surveying ship Penguin, 
while returning from the Tonga group 
to New Zealand. 
In three places a 
depth exceeding five thousand fathoms! 
was found. Till these soundings were* 
made, the deepest water found was to 
the northeast of Japan, where, in 1874, 
the United States steamer Tuscarora' 
obtained a cast of 4,655 fathoms. 
The Penguin’s soundings are 5,022, 
5,147 and 5,155 fathoms. The increase 
is therefore 500 fathoms, or 3,000 feet. 
These sc endings are separated from 
one another by water much less deep, 
and the holes may not be connected. 
The distance from the two extrema 
soundings is 450 miles. Specimens of 
the bottom were recovered from the 
two deeper soundings, and prove to 
be the usual red clay found in all the 
deepest parts of the ocean. 
These soundings afford additions? 
evidence of tne observed fact that the 
deepest holes are not in the centers of 
the oceans, but are near land, as two 
of them are within one hundred miles 
of islands of the Kermandec group, 
and the other not far from a shoal. 
Doubtless deeper depressions in the 
bed of the sea are yet to be found, but 
the fact, that this sounding of 30,930 
feet shows that the ocean contains de­ 
pressions below the surface greater 
than the elevation of the highest 
known mountains is perhaps worthy of 
record.

the stand and testified to the character 
of Emerson’s Id juries.

Emerson 
testified th at he was driving a lot of 
sheep along the road tow ards his home 
below Afton and in passing the farm 
occupied by Jam es Finley, the defend­ 
ant, the latter came out into the road 
picked a quarrel and assaulted him 
w ithout provocation. 
It seems th at 
Mr. Emerson has a contract of sale for 
the farm on which Mr. Finley lives, 
having secured it from Mrs. Leavitt, 
of this city, who became the owner on 
foreclosure proceedings. Mr. Emerson 
testified th a t Finley had on several 
occasions made threats cf bodily harm 
to Emerson, unless the latter stopped 
proceedings calculated to secure him 
possession of the farm. 
W hy H e T ook I hat R oad. 
On cross exam ination it was attem pt­ 
ed to develop the fact th a t Emerson, 
on driving bis sheep, w ent out of his 
way, and selected a bad road, in order 
to pass by the farm occupied by Mr. 
Finley; th a t the road was sandy, and 
there were many burrs 
along the 
route. 
Mr. Emerson claimed th a t he 
took this particular road becausj there 
were several good w atering places for 
his sheep th a t he was driving. 
He 
denied em phatically th at he attem pted 
to drive the sheep into the Finley 
place. A stick carried by Mr. Emerson 
figured quite prominently in the trial. 
By the state it was claimed to be the 
small erd of the fish pole, five to six 
feet long.

Bow to R esto re Stained B ricks and E n­ 
a m el F u rn itu re.

In many modern houses the hearths are 
made of brick, and the bricks of the chim­ 
ney are likewise left to show. These bricks 
sometimes become discolored by dust and 
other means of deterioration—notably 
washing with soap and water, something 
that should never be done to bricks if they 
are to retain their attractiveness of appear­ 
ance. When bricks are thus discolored, 
whitened or dulled in any way. they may 
be restored to mon' than their pristine 
freshness of color by painting them with 
boiled oil in which has been thoroughly 
stirred powdered venetian red such as 
may be obtained at any painters’ supply 
store. Ten cents’ worth of venetian red is 
amply sufficient for a pint of boiled oil. 
Of course venetian red is only suitable 
for red bricks. 
Cream bricks may bo 
treated with lianes yellow instead of^red 
and brown bricks with burnt sienna. 
Painters’ supply stores—not art stores, 
but those establishments which supply

house painters and interior decorators with 
the necessities of their trade—have pig­ 
ments of all kinds in the form of powder, 
In which form they may be mixed with 
either oil or water, as occasion demands. 
Wall paper designers combine these pow­ 
dered colors with gum or size and water 
for printing their designs or for fresco 
work, while painters mix them with an 
oily medium. 
Unprofessionals are often 
unaware of such simple secrets of repair 
and rejuvenation and hire tradesmen to 
do work which might equally well be done 
by amateur hands.

C anada In R ubber Skins. 
Well, here we are down on the ice, 
md the dogs impatient to start. Let 
ce describe. The sled consists of a 
ir.rrcw box four feet long, the front 
ftti.f being covered or boxed in mounted 
on a floor eight feet long resting on 
runners. 
In this box the passenger 
in rabbit skins so that 
he 
can hardly move, his hea-I 
and 
shoulders only projecting. 
Id front 
and behind and on top of the box ii 
placed all the luggage, covered with 
canvass, and securely lashed, to with­ 
stand all the jolting and possible up­ 
sets, aud our snowshoes within easy 
reach. An important item is the dog- 
whip, terrible to the dog if used by a 
skillful hand and terrible to the user 
if he be a novice; for he is suYe to 
half-strangle himself or hurt his own 
face with the business end of the lash. 
The whip I measured had a handle 
nine inches long and lash thirty feet, 
and weighed four pounds. The lash 
was of folded and plaited seal-hide, 
and for five feet from the handle meas­ 
ured five inches round, then for fdur- 
tcen feet it gradually tapered off, end­ 
ing in a single thong half an inch 
thick and eleven feet long. Wonder­ 
ful the dexterity with which a driver 
can pick out a dog with thif. lash. The 
lash must be trailing at full length be­ 
hind, 
when a jerk and tyro of Che 
wrist causes it to fly forward, the thick 
part first, and the tapering and con­ 
tinuing the motion until it is at full 
length in front, and the lash making 
the fur fly from the victim. But often 
it is made to crack over the heads of 
the dogs as a warning. The eleven 
dogs were harnessed to the front of the 
sled, each by a separate thong of seal- 
hide, all of different lengths, fastened 
to a light canvas harness. The near­ 
est dog was about fifteen feet from the 
sled, and the leader, with bells on her, 
about fifty feet, the thongs thus In­ 
creasing in length by about three feet. 
When 
the thong 
is good the 
dogs 
spread out like the fingers of a hand, 
but when the snow is deep they fall 
into each other’s tracks in almost sin­ 
gle 
file. As they continually 
cross 
and recross each other, the thongs get 
gradually 
plaited almost up to 
the 
rearmost dog, when a halt is called, 
the dogs are made to lie down, and th# 
driver carefully 
disentangles them, 
taking care that no dog gets away 
meanwhile. They are guided by the 
voice, using “Husky,” that is Eskimo, 
words “Owk,” go to the right; “arrah,” 
to the left, and “hoit,” straight on. 
But often one of the men must run 
ahead on snowshoes for the dogs to 
follow^ him.—London (Ont.) Times.

It seems to 
make but little difference to those who 
have given careful attention to this 
subject whether people sleep at one 
time or another, so that they get a 
sufficient amount of sleep.
